$4,000,000 Added to 
Budget in Vain. 


Ten per cent pay increases, voted 
yesterday by the city coungil, were 
spurned last night by nearly 2,000 city 
empluyés—clerks, stenographers, gar- 
bage handlers, food inspectors, and 500 
fi decided either to on 
strike or resign. 

Thy clerks, who have turned the BS 
hall gnto a tomb for two days, voted, 
398 tf) 27, to remain out. They set 
their next meeting for tomorrow, 
which means that city business will be 
paralyzed for at least two more days. 

450 Firemen May Resign. 

Vowing that their $192 increase is a 

joke, 450 firemen—about one-fifth of 
the department—signed resignations 
yesterday, effective next Wednesday, 
and appointed a committee to present 
them to Mayor Thompson and the fire 
marshal tomorrow. 
Another meeting of the firemen will 
be held at 1 o’clock today and leaders 
in their organization say three-fourths 
of their total number.will have signed 
resignations by nightfall 

The fact that the city council voted 
44 to 22 to pass a budget variously es- 
timated at from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 
above the city’s 1920 Fevenue to give 
any increases at all mAde little impres 
sion on the municipal strike crisis. 

In spite of the pay boosts city busi- 
ness is paralyzed, fire protection is 


threatened within a week, the purity of 


the city’s milk supply is -no longer 
guaranteed by city inspection and gar- 
bage continues to accumulate. 


Howl Down Arbitration. 

When Eugene Volimar, a clerk at 
the municipal reauction piant, suggest- 
ed the wisdom of consulting with 
Mayor Thompson and requesting arbi- 
tration he was howled down by the 
425 clerks and stenographers who 
crowded Colonial hall last night. 

President James Flynn took the lead 
in urging a big vote for continuance of 
the strike. 

“I just met several aldermen going 
to a show,” he told the strikers. “ We 
have more on our minds than they 
have. We are up against a stiff fight, 
but we will win because we are or- 
ganized. The aldermen who stood for 
our demands in the council threatened 
that the city hall would be without 
clerks. Let's stick together and stand 
behind these aldermen until we get 
our demands. 

“I'm told the garbage handlers will 
win their strike. We are as good as 
they are. If the city can’t get labor- 
ers it can’t get clerks to fill our places.” 

Strike Now Up to Mayor. 

Members of the city council said 
that in granting the 10 per cent in- 
creases, in spite of the finance com- 
they have done all 
they can. The strike question, they de- 
clared, is now up to Mayor Thompson. 

If he sees fit the mayor may direct 
that all resignations be accepted and 
that charges be preferred against all 
strikers and their places given to men 
and woimen on the civil service eligi- 
ble list. With ward committeemen 
elections at hand it. is doubtful, how- 
ever, that the mayor will care to take 
such a course. 

Kttelson Offers a Hope.

DIVORCE ASSET 
NOW TO WOMEN,

“A divorce is no longer a stigma 
on a woman’s name, it seems. It is 
an asset. She seems to attract more 
men.” 

This was the statement made yester- 
day by Judge Joseph B. David of the 
Superior court, who has been deciding 
divorce cases and is leaving that 
branch at his own request. The jurist 
declared he was sick and tired of 
divorces. 

“Marriage doesn’t mean anything 
any more,” he said. “Our modern. at- 
titude seems to be to laugh at the 
solemnity of marriage. Sitting rere 
day after day, I have just about 
reached the conclusion that the more 
divorces a woman has the more men 
she can get. All that wealthy couples 
have to do nowadays to circumvent the 
divorce laws is to cut across. state 
lines. There should be a national di- 
vorce law or uniform laws in all the 
states. 

“The idle woman is the most fre- 
quent applicant for a divorce. but it is 
hard to say whether men or women are 
the worst offenders. I really believe 
that many women ask for divorces just 
by way of diversion or excitement. 
They have too ch time on their 
hands. More men are accused of in- 
fidelity than women, however.”

WHAT IS AMERICANIZATION?! 

{From the Minneapolis Journal.] 
So many attempts have been made to define ‘Amer- 
fcanization that there seem to be at least fifty-seven 
varieties of the article. The movement has gained 
momentum rapidly and there is danger that pseudo- 
patriotic slogans may be uttered with such ease and 
fervor that clear thinking on the subject is not 


attained. 

For example, Americanization has been widely de- 
fined as a movement to teach English and civics’ to 
foreigners so that they may be able to secure their 
naturalization papers. This is a good definition so 
far as it goes, but it does not go far enough. For it 
is clear a man may know civics and be able to speak 
English without appreciating American history and 
ideals. 

Again, Americanization ts sometimes ‘looked upon 
as a patronizing program, based on the ignorance of 
the foreigner and the superiority of the native born.

WAR AND THE . BABIES. 

E testimony in favor of breast 
feeding which comes from the re- 
cently warring countries in Europe 
is as telling and almost as unex- 
pected as Was that from Paris in 1871. 
It will be recalled that during the siege 
{of Paris the baby death rate was very 


|tow. The reason was that, there being 


no cows, no cow’s milk was available, 
and every mother*had to nurse her baby. 
Just® before we went into the war Lucas 
reported that the baby death rate in Bel- 


‘| glum was unusually low, partly because 
the ecarcity of cow’s milk forced an in- 


crease in breast feeding. 

Soon after the evacuation of Lille 
Calmette of the university faculty wrote 
of infant welfare in Lille during the 
German occupation. The Germans con- 


to get along without cow’s milk. Breast 
feeding. became practically universal. 
The few women who could not breast- 
feed their babies got other mothers to 
help them out, The baby death rate was 
very low, 


Calmette felt so deeply on the subject 
that he pleaded against the establishment 
anywhere in France of any infant wel- 
fare depot if they gave away or sold 
cow's milk or in any way promoted its 
use. Now comes Dr. C. Gini with a re-, 
port on infant welfare conditions in Ger-~ 
many during the war. 

In August and September, 1914, there 
was a heavy baby death ra After that 
the baby @eath rate was loW. In Berlin 
and Breslau only 15 to 20 per cent of the 
babies are -fed during ordinary 
times, 

After October, 1914, the percentage of 
babies who were breast-fed almost 
doubled in these two cities. With the 
increase in, breast feeding the baby death 
rate fell. The reports from Dusseldorf, 
Bremen, and Wiesbaden were practically 
to the same effect. . 

The rural districts in Germany did not 
show the same improvement. On the one 
hand, the farmers had more cow's milk 
and they continued to supply their own 
families. 

On the other, the campaign for breast 
feeding did not extend into the rural dis- 
tricts. Dr. Gini thinks the baby death 
rate was low during the war in every 
warring nation {n western Europe except 
Italy. I have seen no conclusive data 
from Russia, Austria, or the Balkan 
countries. The teaching is plain that if 
a mother will breast-feed her baby it 
will be able to withstand a great deal of 
almost any kind of privation and ex- 
posure.

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SALMON “RUN” STARTED. 


HE -salamonoid fishes inhabiting 
Lake Michigan have ‘started 


taking a few, but they are getting noth- 
ing like the catches of former years at! 
this time. The fish are still some dis- 
tance from shore, probably because the 
lake is full of submerged ice cakes, an 
unusual condition for the end of March. 
A number of local anglers have jour- 
neyed to Millers with their tackle, but 
we have yet to hear of anyone earns re- 
warded with any strikes. : 

Apparently there are two species of 
salmonoid fishes, other than the com- 
mon lake trout, found in lower Lake 
Michigan. Our guess is that one of 
them is the steelhead, which can run 
into the big lake from Michgan waters 
known to be stocked with this fish; the 
other is said to be a landlocked salmon, 
the famed leaping ouananishe, by an- 
giers who have taken them in Lake St. 


In appearance these fish are “an eye- 
ful’ for any man of piscatorial pro- 
clivities. They are built for both speed 
and strength—what anyone would call 
“a clean looking fish’’—and average 
around four pounds in weight; they 
have “been taken in the nets up to 
twelve pounds. The cut of their jib 
gives one the idea that they could put 
up a smashing fight if hooked.

years. 
One of the features of the new con- 
mact‘is a clause which provides that 
ali “internal differences ” in the va- 
rious districts of the bituminous coal 
feld will be settled by the district of- 
fiers of the mine workers and opera- 


tors. 
Miners Are Protected. 


There must be nothing done, how- 
ever, in adjusting these matters that 
will increase the cost of production or 
decrease the earning capacity of the 
mine workers. | 

The new agreement jalso “con- 
demns" the bonus system now used by 
operators in competing with each other 
for employés. 

The contract provides that all agree- 
ments in various districts should con- 
tain a “ penalty” clause for any “ stop- 
yage of work " or unauthorized strikes. 

The international officers of the 
United Mine Workers also agree to 
make the agreement binding in every 


detail. 

The eight hour day .as now in effect 
in the soft coal regions is continued 
by the new agreement. ! 


Signed by Union Officials. 


Immediately upon adoption of the 
‘mntfact by unanimous vote of the 
members of the. scale corfimittee it 
was signed by the international of- 
feers of the United Mine Workers, 
John L. Lewis, president; Phillip Mur- 
vay, vice president, and William Green, 

secretary and treasurer; and by two 
| gperators and two miners of each of 
the four states of the central competi- 
tive feld—Indiana. Ohio, Lllinois, and 
Peansyivania. 
Representatives of the mine opera- 
‘ors of West Virginia, Kentucky, and 
ether outlying districts, not ineluded 
in the central competitive field, imme- 
diately announced that they also would 
put into effect the new contract in 
their territory. 

. Means $200,000,000 Raise. 


Wage increases totaling approxi- 
! mately $200,000,000 annually are grant- 
' ed the mine workers in the new agree- 
| ment, which affects about 400,000 soft 
coal diggers. . 

Despite the contention of workers 
that increases @hould be borne by the 
operators without additional costs to 
the public, the mine owners tonight re- 
iterated their announcement that pres- 
ent coal prices will be boosted from 65 
cents to $1.50 per ton at the mines. 
Murray characterized the proposed in- 
creases in coal prices as “ exaggerated | 
| and uncalled for.” 


Representatives of the miners also 

produced statistics to show the in- 
ceases were unwarranted.” They 
| declared that present prices were “n 
| pefiection of what the miners received 
increases,” as the total increase 
' to the men since 1913 was only 47 
cents per ton, while the “increase in 

the cost of coal averages was from 
} $1.11 Defore the war to $2.70.” 


Mine workers‘asserted that although 
Fuel Administrator Garfield declared 
the operators could absorb the 14 per 
cent he awarded the miners without 
increasing the price of coal to the 
consumer, the mine owners had boost- 
ed their prices accordingly. 

Copies of the new agreement were 


ordered printed and will be mailed out 
to the various districts immediately. 


President Lewis announced tonight 
that he would speed up negotiations 
for a new wage agreement for anthra- 
cite miners. He said he will attend 
tomorrow's conference of the subcom- 
mittee of miners and operators ap- 
pointed to make this new contract.

So you 
fought with her, choked her a little— 
eh?—saw her.fall and thought she had 
only fainted. Then you took the ring 
and pawned it. Isn't that the way? 
You didn’t know you'd killed her. How 
about it. 

“No,” said Beyda. “No, no. I don’t 
know anything about it. I didn't pawn 
the ring.

MEAT SHORTAGE 
LOOMS YARDS 
PARLEY BEGINS 


U.S.Arbiters Fail at First 
Strike Meeting. 


Prospects of a meat famine in the 
next few days in Chicago increased 
yesterday. Federal conciliators failed 
to affect a compromise in the strike of 
900 mémbers of the Live Stock Hand- 
lers’ union. By afternoon about 10,000 
men epeployed on the killing floors of 
the packéries had been laid off, with a 


forty-eight hours. 


Hugh Kerwin, the federal conciliators, 
on their arrival from Washington, im- 
mediately went into conference with 
Patrick Griffin, president of the han- 
dlers’ union, and other labor officials. 
After three hours of argument they 
adjourned, to meet again this morning. 


Situation Tightens Up. 


Since Saturday, when the workers 
caring for the stock in the pens walked 
out, one department after another in 
the plants had been forced out of com- 
mission through lack of supplies. This 
situation, together with the embargo 
laid down by the packers against cat- 
tle shipments to Chicago, threatens to 
become serious, it is declared, unless 
relief is afforded by the concilation con- 
ference. 

Federal Judge Alschuler, heretofore 
arbiter by mutual agreement in con- 
troversies in the stockyards, remains 
firm-in his stand to attempt no inter 


work. 
See Prices Soaring. 

Dennis Lane, international secretary 

of the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butchers’ union, arrived in the city 
during the day and at once went to 
his office in the Federation building to 
get details. He did not get into touch 
with the federal officials, however. 
Retail butchers predicted soaring 
prices in meats. 
“With supplies of freshly killed 
meats shut off we will be forced to 
draw on the cold storage supply, which 
atuthis time-of the year is not great,” 
declared the owner of a Chain of small 
markets.

start upward because of the scarcity. 
During the stockyards strike of last 
summer Chicago consumers were af- 
fected immediately b: a raise in 
prices. It will be the same in this 
case unless a settlement is obtained 
immediately.” 


OHIO TO RUSH MEATS HERE. 


Cincinnati, O., March 31.—Gen. 
Michael Ryan, chairman of the di- 
rectors of the Cincinnati abattoir, said 
this evening: 

“We are arranging to send several 
car loads of beef and pork to Chi- 
cago daily. 

“A number of Chicago firms have 
telegraphed inquiries regarding ship- 
ment of meat. These firms already are 
feeling effects of the strike situation 
there, and, knowing it will cause a 
shortage if it lasts a day or two long- 
er, have made these inquiries. We 
have plenty of meat for any emergency 
—3,000,000 pounds in our pens and re- 
frigerators. If the strike is not 
promptly settled, Cincinnati also will 
have to increase the regular shipments 
to New York.”

Appeal for $150,000 to 
Help Victims. 


FOR TORNADO VICTIMS

Figures given out last night by Mar: 
quis Eaton, head of the local Red 
Cross chapter, indicated that Melrose 
Park, with fifty homes degiolished, and 
Dunning with thirty, were most se- 
verly hit. In Bellewood and in Clear, 
ing an even dozen dwellings each were 
razed by the wind. The loss in May: 
wood was eight, while Wilmette, Bv- 
anston, and scattered points in Chi- 
cago added a total of thirteen. 

The Red Cross will be in full charge 
of the fund to be raised by the city 
tornado relief committee, it was de- 
cided at a meeting in the office of 
Mayor Thompson yesterday. A move 
was started to have all suburban solicit- 
ing committees merged with that of 
Chicago, to raise the goal from $100.000 
to $150,000, and to apply it to all storm 
swept points in the vicinity of the city. 
It also was decided to ask the state and 
federal governments to erect army 
tents in devastated districts. 

Issues Appeal for Funds. 

An appeal for funds was issued last 
night my Ald. Edward R. Armitage, 
chairman of the committee. 

“The people of Chicago are called 
upon to give immediately at least $150.- 
000, as shown necessary by the prelim- 
inary estimate of the Red Cross to re- 
lieve the suffering of hundreds of fam- 
ilies made homeless,” the statemert 
read. 

“ These people have lost homes, fur- 
niture, and clothing. Schools are de- 
molished. The’ sanitary condition is 
critical. Death, injury, discouragement, 
ruin are ieft in the wake of a destruc- 
tive storm. Only the prompt generos- 
ity of those more fortunate can meet 
{the great emergency that now exists. 
Send all funds to Henry Stuckart, 
treasurer, at the city hall.” f
